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Gaye an inftance of the Moderation of 
the Diffenters in the laft of thefe Pa- 
pers ; God is my Witnefs, Ido it not 

to boaft meerly of a good Aétion, but to 
move the Gentlemen of the Church of 
England, to look back upon the Aétions of 
thefe People, who they fay, would pull 
down the Church. A Virulent and pre- 
tended Political Paper, Iam Told has been 
Harping on the old String; that thefe Peo- 
muft be Dangerous to the Church, be- 
capfe they Inherit the Old Principles of 
thofe, who once pull’d down the Church. 
Tho’ this Prater, having lately laiddown 
Writing, deferves no more Anfwer in this, 
than to his Ridiculous Syftem, of the Par- 
liament having Power to Limit the Suc 
ceffion in fome Cafes, but not to be Judge 
of the Neceflity ; an Incongruity he can 
never Defend; and yet a Conceffion his 
Fure Divino Party will never thank him for; 
yet I cannot but offer here, 


I. ’Tis plain, the Diffexters do 
herit the fame Principies 3 for thay ca 
all Convinc’d, a Common-Wealth is im- 
praticable in England ; and they Univer- 
fally Declare themfelves for Monarchy, and 
for a Church of Exgland Monarchy tao s ig 
their Eleétions i Parliament ten, ;

2. If he means they are of the fame 
Principle, in taking.up Arms 9c. I refer 
them toa little Treatife, this Political Au« 
thor would do well to Anfwer, when his 
Leifure and Wnderftanding will permit, 
Entitled, A New Teft of the Church ef Ens 
gland’s Loyalty ; where the Ballance, be- 
tween 41 and 88 will appear to run ae 
gaioft him, and the difference between the 
dry Martyrdom of King F2mes, by his 
Paffive Obedieuce, Church Subjeéts ; and the 
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‘wet Martyrdom of King Charles 1, by Peo- 


ple that never mado any fuch Ptetence, will 
appear fo fmall, that it.is not worth Dr. 
D——’s while to meddle with it. 
Now, Gentlemen, Experience is always 
the bef Proof of things; if the Difex- 
rers are now of the fame Principle, if they 
are for Pulling down the Church ; Why 
did they not in the Days of King Fames ? 
if when they had an opportunity they for- 
bore it, certainly it ought to pals fora 
Teftimony they did not defign it. 1 with 
" thefe Gentlemen could fhow us a time, 
when ever they had an opportunity to pull 
down the Diffenters, and did not Embrace 
it? They had certainly an opportunity in 
King Fames’s Time,to pull down theChurch, 
by Joining with a Popifh Prince, and Fo- 
reign Power to do it, and ’tis plain they 
refus’d it ; nay, they fo much as refus’d you 
fee, to Reproach you with your hard U- 
fage. For Shame Gentlemen of the High 
Church, lay down thefe weak Arguments, 
~ which brand you with fo much Ingratitude, 
and Bxpofe the Ill Defigns you have to 
the Nation. 

Either the Diffenters had an Opportuni- 
ty in King Fames’s time, by Joining with 
the Papifts to pull down the Church of 
England, or they had not. 

If they had an opportunity, and did not, 
and tho’ they faw that opporturity, and 
were prompted to itby your Enemies, but 
would not accept it, but chofe to join with, 
and affift you in your low Eftate; then ’tis 
plain, they could have no Defign to pull 
you down; and you ought to Bluth at 
your Ingratitude for fuggefting it. 

If it wasmo Opportunity, and the Dij- 
fenters,join’d with the Papifis,a Popifh Prince, 
a ftanding Army, and all thofe Adyanta- 
ges were not able to hurt the Church; 
Why then, Gentlemen, do you Alarm the 
Nation with Fearsof them now? You have 
a Church of England Queen, a Church 
Government, a Church Army ; are thefe 
People more Dangerous now than they 
were then, that’s impoffible ? 

Pardon me this Digreffion, the Story I 
have given you of Mr. White, and the Mo- 
deration of the Diféuters, 1 hops you will

ring to fatisfie the World, that the D 
ters arenot fo Blind as to wifh, much | 
to join in with any of the Church Enemi 
to pull down the Church of England; a 
if the-Diffenters Exercife on all occafic 
fuch Moderation, how can it be judg’ 
Expedient by the Civil Power, fippofing 
Lawful, to Impofe on fuch a people, Te 
of Communion, which being in them- 
felves indifferent, become Clogs to the — 
Confciencies of the People, and widenthe — 
Breaches of the Church ? | 

From this Argument, Ihumbly Addref$ 
this Paper to the Church of England, to 
take off all thofe hindrances, that k 
Men of Confcience out of the Church, aie 
to open the Pale and the Doors of your 
Church, to all fuch asare willing to join 
in a Chriftian Communion, and to be- 
come with you one Body in Chrift Jefus. > 

This great and weighty Requeft, cone 
tains fo many and Various Particulars, that 
it would require a Volume to fet’em down; 
but I fhall go a different way to work, 
from what has been hitherto followed in 
this Cafe ; and before I] enter upon the 
Numerous Particulars, hall a little farther 
concern my felf in the General. 

After our Brethren of the Church, have 
with Candor Examin’d, and found that it 
is not at leaft Expedient, to impofe indiffe- 
rent things in the Worthip of God, as 
Terms of Communion; f fhell no longer 
doubt, but they will allow me, that it is Ex- 
pedient to make Abatement to thofe Peo- 
ple, whofe Con(ciencies cannot faffer them 
to Comply with the Terms impos’d; the 
Opprefiion of Confcience is a thing, the 
known Moderation of the Ghurch will 
on all occafions Declare againft s andthe 
Honourable the Houfe of Commons, even 
the fame Houfe, that brought in the firft 
Occafional Bill, gave fuch a Teftimony to 
the Unreafonablenefs of this matter, that 
they put it into the Preamble of that Bill, 
that Perfecution for Confcience Sake, is cone 
trary to the Principles of the Chriftian Reli- 
gion , and particularly to the DoGrine of the 
church of England. 

When- 
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___ Whenever therefore the Church of ng- 
) and thall find that this impofing of Indif 
ferent things in the Worthip of God, as 
| Terms of Communion, is in its Confequences 
_ & Foundation of Perfecution ; there can 
| Femain no Doubt but they will remove that 
| ,Unchriftian Effe& by removing the Caufe; 
| and will take off all thofe Unnceflary Impo- 
 fitions, as things neither reafonable nor 
| expedient. 

_ And this brings me to the Particulars 
_ with which I began my Addrefs to their 
Lordfhips of the Convocation ; and whence 
lT advanced, That it was in their Power to 
'  fecure the Peace of the Church, remove all 
_ the vain Apprehenfions of her Danger, 
| and take away all the Pretence of an Oc- 
_~tafional Bill. 

___ Are there fome Men among the Diffen- 
___ters who play the Hypocrite, and when 
_ the Temptation of a good Place offers, 
+ ftretch their Confciences to comply with 
i what at another time they have fuffered 
Fines and Penalties to avoid? Have they 
trefpa(s’d upon their Confciences in an alter- 
mate corrupt Communion ? This, Gentle- 
men of the Church, removes the Caufe, 
and the Confequence will ceafe of Courfe ; 
open but the Doors thefe will be wholly 
your own, and all thofe that can conform 
at all,will come ia to you and encreafe your 
Number. 

Here will be then no need of an Occafio- 
nal Bill, and the Sincerity of thofe People, 
will be effetually tried, whocry out againft 
the Diffenters for feparating from the 
Church ; hereby it will appear, whether 
they are really angry with them for Diffent- 
ing. or for Conforming. 

Hereby you will in a great meafure 
heal this Breach in the Catholick Unity, 
and reftore the divided State of this Na- 
tion. 
By this you will ftop the Mouths of thofe 
People, who pretend the Church is in fo 
mouch Danger ; for fuch Numbers of the 
Diffenters will become one with you, that 
your Strength being thereby deubled, you 
will be in no Danger in extending the 
Jargeft Charity and Indulgence to thofe 
that remain. 
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What a Blow would this give to the: 
Church’s Enemies, to fee a Million of Enge. 
lifhmen beought into her Communion ina 
Day, and the Breach of Charity made up— 
With all the reft? Itis Impoffible any True 
Englifhman or Proteftaut thould not ree 
Joice ac fuch a thing as this; for the Ad- 
ditional ri, 3 this would be to the 
Church, would be fuch, That her Majefty 
would have no more reafon to move us to 
Peace and Union; we fhould be one People 
prefently, and being in one Intereft before, 
the Breach would be healed prefently. 

The Church could be in no Danger, for - 
her Enemies, as thefe Men call them, 
would become her Friends, and fhe would 
be fortify’d againft all Attemprs Abroad, by 
the Invincible Union of her Interefts at 
Homes the Peace of Parties muft foon fol- 
low, when once the Peace of Principle 
was fecur’d ; for all the Subjeét-matter of 
Strife would be at an end. 

And would all this be done for the Abatee. 
ment of fome Impofitions in things alrea- 
dy acknowledg’d to be indifferent? What 
then have fome People to anfwer for, who 
have long adjourn’d the Church’s Peace? 

Has the Church been in all the Danger 
they have pretended to; and would part- 
ing with indifferent things have free’d her ? 
How much is fhe beholden then to a fort 
of Men, who tenacious of thefe indifferent 
things, have chofen to expofe the Church 
they pretend to be fo follicitous about, ra- 
ther than part with them? That cry out of 
Plots and Parties, which grow Powerful. 
againft the Church, and will rather run 
the Rifque of the Church, than make an 
Honourable, Righteous, and Neceffary Ca- 
pitulation with them in behalf of the Church? 
by which her Peace would be fecur’d, her 
Numbers encreafed, her Enemies recon- 
ciled, her Fears vanifh, and the whole Na- 
tion be eafy. Are thefe Friends to the 
Church, who can be content to fee her 
thus expofed? And when it is in che Power 
of their Hands, refufe to relieve her? 

Thefe things will certainly fly ia the Fa- 
ces of thefe Gentlemen, aud the Church 
her felf will rife up in Judgment againft 


this Generation, and condemn it; who

Is the Churches Feace indifferent to 
you ? Jsit indifferent whether fhe be cen- 
tinually vex’d with Diffentions? Is it in- 
different whether fhe be betrayed to her 
Popith Enemies ? then indeed you maygo on? 
But if you would heal this Breach, recon 
cile Diffenters, fill your Churches, encreafe 
your Strength, and weaken your Adverfa- 
ries——Opzn your Dvors to receive thofe 
who, on the conceding inditferent things, 
own’d fo by your felves, tho” arbitrarily 
impofed, would come in and_join heartily 
with you. 

It this be rejected ; tell us no more of 
Schifm; Separation and Phanaticifm: thefe 
muft be the Phanaticks; for none but Mad- 
meu would reje&t tne reconcillog fo'large 
a part of the Naticn to the Church, when 
fo {mall a thing as the parting with In- 
different Things would effect ir, 

If ‘therefore the Matier be rejeét- 
ed, the Church muft blame thofe Gen- 
tlemen who.had not Zeal enough for her 
Intereft to promote it; and the Dijemters, 
ag well Occafional Conformilts as others, 
wil] for ever be clear’d of the Reproach
